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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figures 9-1 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the transistor switch 
has different gate widths and different gate lengths: the light emitting device: and the 
plurality of light emitting devices must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 9, it is not clear how Applicant intended to connect the plurality of 
transistor switches between the output of the logic gate and the control electrode of the 
driver transistor because the claimed connection is not clearly depicted in any of the 
Figures. Please direct to the drawings for the claimed connection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 1,9, 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sakamoto (U.S. Pat. 6,320,407). 

In claim 1 and 14, Sakamoto teaches in Figs. 1-4, a semiconductor integrated 
circuit device comprising an output buffer circuit (4a or 6) composed of a logic gate 
(103, 104) that receives data (signal sent from internal circuit 2) and a driver transistor 
(107) that receives, at a control electrode (M) thereof, an output from the logic gate 
(output from 103 and 104) and that is driven according to the output from the logic gate, 
wherein the logic gate (103,104) receives a selection control signal (one of 110-113 and 
120-123 from 7) that varies magnitude of a composite resistance (resistance setting) of 
an on-state resistance of a transistor (103 or 104) constituting the logic gate, and has a 
resistance value switching transistor (inside 100 or 101) that can be switched on/off by 
the selection control signal (the one of 1 1 0-1 1 3 and 1 20-1 23 from 7), and wherein the 
resistance value switching transistor is switched on/off by the selection control signal to 
switch a rate of change of an output of the driver output transistor (inherent). 

In claim 9, Sakamoto teaches all claimed features in Figs. 1-4, a semiconductor 
integrated circuit device comprising an output buffer circuit (4a or 6) composed of a 
logic gate (103, 104) that receives data (signal sent from internal circuit 2) and a driver 
transistor (107) that receives, at a control electrode (M) thereof, an output from the logic 
gate (from 103 and 1 04) and that is driven according to the output from the logic gate, 
wherein there are provided, within the output buffer circuit, a plurality of transistor 
switches (130-133 in 101 and 135-138 in 100) that have different on-state resistances 
(responsive to signals from 7), and wherein one of the plurality of transistor switches is 
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turned on to switch a rate of change (resistance value) of an output of the driver output 
transistor. 

In claim 12, Sakamoto further teaches the semiconductor integrated circuit 
device according to claim 1 one of claim 1, wherein there are provided a plurality of said 
output buffer circuit (4a-4n). 

In claim 13, Sakamoto further teaches the semiconductor integrated circuit 
device according to claim 1 , wherein a drive current (drain current for 107) of the driver 
transistor is fed to a resistance connected (108), at one end thereof, to the driver 
transistor (1 07) of the output buffer circuit and receiving, at an other end thereof, a 
direct-current voltage (Vcc) applied thereto. 

6. Claims 2-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 10, 1 1 , 15 and 1 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
